To  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the  Borough  of  Newark — 


Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  fifteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  Borough  of 
Newark  for  1954. 

The  report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  28/54  and  the  County  Medical  Officer  has  again  very  kindly 
permitted  me  to  include  a  section  on  the  work  in  connection  with 
personal  health  services  which  are  maintained  by  the  County  Council 
and  operate  within  the  Borough. 

Whooping  cough  and  scarlet  fever  were  the  notifiable  diseases  most 
prevalent  but  chicken  pox  also  had  a  considerable  effect  on  school 
attendances.  Diphtheria  was  for  the  tenth  year  absent  from  the  list  of 
notifications.  Although  in  the  body  of  the  report  I  stress  the  necessity 
for  maintaining  the  rate  of  immunisation  I  think,  that  in  case  readers 
get  no  further  than  this  introduction,  it  is  advisable  to  state  here  that 
I  am  not  satisfied  with  the  percentage  of  babies  being  submitted  for 
immunisation.  The  present  absence  of  the  disease  may  be  broken  at 
any  time  and  once  infection  has  returned  it  is  too  late  to  rush  to  the 
doctor  and  have  baby  immunised  expecting  “  immunity  ”  forthwith. 
The  injections  do  not  give  immunity  they  only  start  the  process  of  the 
body  building  up  resistance  and  this  takes  3  to  4  months  to  be  effective. 

The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  1954  became  law  on  the  30th 
July,  1954,  and  under  it  slum  clearance  recommenced.  Unfortunately, 
it  was  not  until  December  that  an  additional  sanitary  inspector  was 
appointed  and  we  were  able  to  proceed  with  a  survey  of  the  town. 
This  survey  was  necessary  owing  to  a  complete  change  of  public 
health  department  personnel  and  an  absence  of  records  of  previous 
surveys.  However,  at  the  time  of  writing  the  work  is  proceeding. 

The  Council  will  be  interested  to  know  that  the  clinic  accommo¬ 
dation  at  The  Friary  is  being  extensively  used.  Apart  from  the  normal 
School  Clinic,  Dental  Clinic,  Child  Welfare  and  Immunisation  sessions, 
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there  are  also  (a)  sessions  twice  a  week  for  “  eye  testing  ”  at  one  of 
which  a  consultant  attends  and  (b)  a  weekly  session  for  “  eye  training  ” 
for  squints.  These  sessions  are  for  pre-school  and  school  children.  In 
connection  with  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  (previously  known  as  the 
Cripples’  Guild)  there  is,  in  addition  to  the  normal  sessions,  a  weekly 
session  with  a  chiropodist  in  attendance  —  a  welcome  adjunct  to 
orthopaedic  work. 

I  acknowledge  the  co-operation  of  the  staff  of  other  departments 
and  the  assistance  of  the  Staff  (both  Corporation  and  County  Council) 
employed  in  the  Public  Health  Department.  I  also  record  my  thanks 
to  the  members  of  the  Corporation  for  their  support  throughout  the 
year.

The  number  of  deaths  increased  from  299  in  1953  to  303  in  1954  with 

the  death  rate  remaining  at  12.7,  the  1953  figure.  The  death  rate  is  still  above  that 
for  England  and  Wales  and  also  the  160  Smaller  Towns  which  have  the  same  rate 
of  11.3. 


Intracranial  Vascular  Lesions  (stroke)  and  Heart  Disease  again  caused  over 
50  per  cent  of  the  deaths.  These  two  diseases  resulted  in  the  death  of  86  males  and 
84  females  making  a  total  of  170.

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Maternal  Mortality

Infectious  Disease 

The  total  number  of  notifications  received  was  347.  This  was  a 
decrease  of  36  compared  with  the  total  for  the  previous  year. 

Measles 

The  number  of  notifications  received  was  6  compared  with  250  in 
1953.  This  is  the  lowest  figure  since  1946  when  there  was  no  case  of 
this  disease  notified. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  239  notifications  received  during  the  year,  an  increase 
of  213  on  last  year’s  figure.  This  is  the  highest  number  of  whooping 
cough  notifications  on  record,  the  previous  highest  being  106  in  1948. 
The  notification  of  whooping  cough  became  universally  compulsory 
in  1940. 

The  outbreak,  which  commenced  in  the  middle  of  May,  carried  on 
until  the  end  of  August.  153  of  the  cases  occurred  in  pre-school 
children  whilst  of  the  remaining  86  cases,  81  were  between  the  ages 
of  10 — 15  years. 

Inoculation  against  whooping  cough  has  still  not  become  available 
in  this  area  through  the  scheme  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  (County 
Council)  and  mothers  attending  the  centre  requesting  the  combined 
injections,  i.e.  whooping  cough  with  diphtheria  immunisation,  are 
advised  that  the  general  practitioners  carry  out  this  service  through 
the  National  Health  Service.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Local  Health  Authority 
will  give  further  consideration  to  this  and  extend  combined  injections 
beyond  the  County  Districts  which  were  giving  these  prior  to  the 
coming  into  force  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

Scarlet  Fever 

76  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  were  received  during  1954.  This  is 
more  than  double  the  number  for  1953  (37)  and  the  highest  since  1930 
when  96  cases  were  notified.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  50  of  the  cases  occurred  between  the 
ages  of  5 — 10  years  whilst  19  of  the  remaining  26  cases  were  pre¬ 
school  children. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  visits  of  inspection  to  the  notified 
cases  in  an  attempt  to  trace  the  cause  of  infection  and  to  give  advice 
to  contacts. 

24  of  the  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

This  outbreak  was  in  fact  a  continuation  of  that  which  commenced 
towards  the  end  of  1953  the  notifications  being  mostly  in  the  first 
months  of  1954  with  only  the  usual  sporadic  cases  throughout  the 
rest  of  the  year.  The  type  of  disease  was  again  mild  with  the  missed 
cases  resulting  in  the  long  carry  over  of  the  outbreak.  There  was  no 
evidence  that  non-hospitalisation  was  the  cause  of  spread. 

Pneumonia 

There  were  4  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  the  year  which  is 
the  lowest  number  since  1946  when  there  was  only  one  case. 

Three  deaths  from  acute  lobar  pneumonia  were  recorded  during 
the  year.  In  each  case  the  diagnosis  was  made  after  post  mortem. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis) 

Four  cases  were  notified  but  only  two  were  confirmed  as  infantile 
paralysis.  One,  a  boy  aged  two,  was  notified  in  August  and  was 
admitted  to  hospital.  He  was  discharged  as  a  mild  paralytic  case. 

The  second  case,  a  woman  of  32,  was  notified  in  October.  She  was 
admitted  to  hospital  and  confirmed  as  a  paralytic  case. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  in  both  cases  but  no  common 
factor  was  discovered. 

At  the  time  of  writing  considerable  activity  is  taking  place,  princi¬ 
pally  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  in  the  use  of  prophylactic 
injections  against  this  disease.  Large  numbers  of  children  have  already 
been  given  injections  and  although  a  small  number  have  unfortunately 
developed  poliomyelitis  in  spite  of  the  injections  the  general  opinion 
is  that  the  vaccine  being  produced  now  on  a  mass  scale  is  effective. 
Arrangements  for  trials  in  this  country  are  being  made  and  there 
appears  to  be  considerable  hope  that  active  immunisation  against 
infantile  paralysis  will  be  forthcoming  in  the  near  future. 
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It  must  be  remembered  that  whilst  the  number  of  cases  recorded 
in  this  country  has  increased  since  the  second  world  war  they  are 
relatively  few  when  compared  with  the  number  occurring  in  North 
America. 

Tuberculosis  (Pulmonary) 

There  was  a  decrease  in  notifications  of  this  disease — 14  compared 
with  34  in  1953.  The  number  of  children  of  and  under  school  age 
notified  was  two,  both  between  the  age  group  of  1  and  5  years. 

Four  of  the  new  cases  notified  were  admitted  to  hospital  or  sana¬ 
torium  within  one  month  of  notification  whilst  one  was  in  hospital  at 
the  time  of  notification. 

The  marked  decrease  in  notifications  is  undoubtedly  welcome  but 
is  it  a  true  statement  of  the  position  ?  Under  the  present  set  up  of 
hospital  outpatients  and  the  modern  method  of  treating  cases  by 
chemotherapy  at  home  are  all  cases  diagnosed  being  notified  ?  There 
would  appear  to  be  lack  of  appreciation  of  the  infectivity  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  the  prevention  side  of  this  work.  The  old  Tubercu¬ 
losis  Officer  specialising  in  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis, 
and  trained  as  a  public  health  official  in  prevention,  is  disappearing 
and  with  him  is  going  the  close  co-operation  between  health  depart¬ 
ments  and  “  chest  ”  clinics.  In  Nottinghamshire  the  County  Medical 
Officer  gives  District  Medical  Officers  reasonably  frequent  reports  on 
medical  and  home  conditions  which  are  very  useful  and  keep  the  local 
Medical  Officer  in  the  picture.  Treating  cases  by  chemotherapy  at 
home  is  one  method  of  relieving  the  strain  on  accommodation  in 
sanatoria  but  is  it,  in  the  long  run,  going  to  give  the  same  beneficial 
results  ?  There  is  not  any  possibility  of  the  day  by  day  supervision  and 
training  in  the  general  conduct  of  the  patient  in  the  way  he  must  live 
for  an  extended  period  of  time,  nor  is  there  the  training  in  methods  of 
prevention  of  spread  of  infection.  It  is  not  possible  to  keep  children 
out  of  the  bedroom  of  a  parent  confined  to  bed  for  many  weeks  and 
in  these  circumstances  there  is  bound  to  be  risk  of  major  infection  in 
childhood.  Without  training  every  patient  with  a  positive  sputum  is 
liable  to  be  a  danger  to  relatives,  workmates,  and  the  public  at  large. 

Undoubtedly  the  combination  of  chemotherapy,  surgery,  and 
sanatorium  treatment  can  and  is  cutting  down  the  death  rate  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  but  let  us  have  the  benefit  of  adequate  pre¬ 
vention  training  for  all  cases. 

Tuberculosis  (Non  Pulmonary) 

One  case  of  tuberculosis  other  than  lung  disease  was  notified.  This 
was  a  boy  of  16  years  of  age  with  the  site  of  the  disease  being  the  neck 
glands. 

On  looking  back  through  previous  reports  it  is  apparent  that  there 
is  a  decrease  in  notifications  of  non  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during 
the  past  years.  This  area  is  not  yet  one  which  all  milk  sold  must  be  of 
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the  designated  type  but  there  has  undoubtedly  been  a  large  increase 
in  the  quantity  of  “  safe  ”  milk  distributed  and  this  must  have  had  a 
beneficial  effect  on  the  risk  of  children  being  infected  with  bovine 
tuberculosis.  An  investigation  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has 
recently  been  carried  out  with  a  view  to  the  possibility  of  the  Borough 
being  included  in  a  “  specified  ”  area  i.e.  where  only  designated  milk 
can  be  sold. 

Smallpox 

No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year. 

The  arrangements  for  vaccination  continued  as  in  previous  years 
with  monthly  sessions  being  held  at  the  Friary.  The  Medical  Officer 
made  periodical  visits  to  homes  where  it  was  inconvenient  for  the 
mother  to  attend  the  centre. 

86  vaccinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Department  during  the 
year.  This  was  a  decrease  of  17  as  compared  with  1953. 

The  number  of  vaccination  record  cards  received  from  medical 
practitioners  during  1954  numbered  115  compared  with  117  in  1953. 

Diphtheria 

There  was  no  notification  of  diphtheria  received  in  1954  which  makes 
it  the  tenth  consecutive  year  that  we  have  been  free  of  this  disease. 
The  absence  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  immunisations  which  have 
taken  place  since  1941  but  it  must  be  stressed  that  the  disease  can 
strike  without  warning  and  it  is  essential,  therefore,  that  parents 
ensure  that  their  children  are  immunised  and  thereby  retain  the  free¬ 
dom  from  diphtheria  which  every  parent  should  expect. 

The  following  figures  giving  the  immunisation  work  carried  out 
during  the  year  shows  that  whilst  the  figures  for  the  Department 
dropped  the  cards  from  Private  Practitioners  increased  by  47.

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Infestation 

Once  again  little  need  be  said  about  infestation  with  the  scabies 
mite.  No  case  was  reported  to  the  Health  Department. 

Infestation  by  the  head  louse  continued  to  occupy  the  time  of  the 
Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  without  any  marked  fall  in  the 
incidence.  Routine  head  inspections  at  schools  unfortunately  brought 
forth  the  well  known  children  and  home  visits  did  not  have  any  lasting 
effect.  Modern  D.D.T.  hair  preparations  were  available  free  of  charge 
at  the  school  clinic. 


Clean  Food  Campaign 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  routine  visits  to  food  shops  during 
the  year  and  offered  advice,  where  necessary,  to  improve  the  standard 
of  hygiene. 

Within  the  last  3  years  two  of  the  well  known  hotels  have  rebuilt 
and  re-organised  their  kitchens  bringing  them  up-to-date  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  modern  hygienic  methods.  In  September  a  third  hotel 
submitted  plans  for  similar  improvements  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
these  are  being  carried  out. 

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply,  which  is  obtained  from  the  Bunter  Sandstone 
at  Farnsfield  and  Clay  Lane,  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 
Both  supplies  are  chlorinated. 

During  the  year  500  yards  of  new  mains  were  laid  on  the  housing 
estate  at  Hawton  Road  whilst  370  yards  were  laid  at  Crees  Lane.

Rodent  Infestation 

The  method  of  dealing  with  rat  and  mice  infestation  continued  to 
be  by  “  block  ”  system  for  dwelling  houses  and  business  premises. 
All  complaints  of  infestation  were  investigated  by  the  two  Rodent 
Operatives  and  special  treatments  given  where  necessary.  Regular 
sewer  treatments  were  also  carried  out  during  the  year. 
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The  number  of  dwelling  houses  dealt  with  during  the  year  increased 
from  1261  in  1953  to  1323  in  1954  which  is  the  highest  figure  since 
1948.  The  number  of  business  premises  decreased,  however,  from 
164  in  1953  to  118  in  1954. 

The  estimated  number  of  rats  killed,  7670,  was  1535  less  than  for 
1953.  This  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  more  use  is  still  being  made 
of  the  poison  Warfarin  and  it  is  not  yet  possible  to  arrive  at  an  esti¬ 
mated  kill  from  this  poison. 

The  number  of  bodies  found  this  year  was  1003,  an  increase  of  62 
on  last  year’s  figure.

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are  available 
where  domestic  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person 
who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or 
a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks  from 
the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday,  and 
her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 
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In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households  of 
old  or  infirm  people  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above  duties 
as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  2s.  9d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s  Scale 
of  Assistance  is  applied.

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Housing  and  Public  Health  Administration 

A  feature  to  be  reported  with  much  satisfaction  is  the  appointment 
of  another  inspector.  We  feel  that  instead  of  chasing  along  just  those 
few  paces  behind  the  work  all  the  time,  we  will  now  be  able  to  over¬ 
haul  the  persistent  back-log,  and  return  to  order  and  method. 

The  coming  into  force  of  the  Housing  (Repairs  and  Rents)  Act, 
1954  has  thrown  into  prominence  a  feature  in  which  Newark  is  most 
backward,  and  yet  which  the  town  itself  regards  as  quite  normal.  We 
refer  to  the  existence  of  common  water  supplies,  otherwise  standpipes, 
and  to  the  lack  of  sink  accommodation  in  houses.  It  is  to  be  admitted 
that  the  elimination  of  this  state  of  affairs  has  been  purposely  delayed 
pending  the  re-establishment  of  some  form  of  slum  clearance  pro¬ 
cedure.  With  the  enlargement  of  the  Staff,  this  procedure  can  now 
be  put  in  hand.  Property  will  be  duly  appraised  from  the  point  of  view 
of  its  prospective  life,  and  those  premises  above  a  certain  standard 
limit  will  be  required  to  be  provided  with  these  normal  amenities 
without  any  further  delay.  The  existing  legislation  is  quite  adequate 
for  carrying  this  out. 

It  is  a  source  of  some  concern  to  a  department  whose  main  theme 
is  Cleanliness  that  over  a  quarter  of  the  households  in  the  town  have 
no  piped  water  supply  indoors,  and  that  nearly  half  have  no  fixed  bath. 

The  past  year  has  been  notable  for  the  amount  of  work  that  has  been 
carried  out  by  other  departments  at  our  request,  and  we  would  like  to 
use  this  opportunity  to  offer  our  thanks  to  the  Surveyor  and  his  depart¬ 
ment  for  the  excellent  co-operation  that  has  been  offered.  We  wish  we 
could  have  helped  him  more  in  the  vexed  question  of  the  insufficiency 
of  dustbins.  This,  too,  is  a  feature  that  will  be  affected  by  the  Housing 
Survey.  The  position  with  regard  to  refuse  containers  at  trade  premises 
is  not  at  all  satisfactory.  It  occurs  to  us  that  this  is  a  very  good  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  issuing  an  advance  warning  that  business  premises  will  be 
expected  to  fall  into  line  in  the  provision  of  Standard  Specification 
bins  for  containing  their  refuse.  The  use  of  the  present  mixed  assort¬ 
ment  of  tea-chests,  etc.,  will  not  do. 

Food  Administration 

The  highlight  of  the  year  is  the  release  of  the  meat  trade  from 
Control,  and  the  freedom  of  the  butcher  and  the  public  to  buy  their 
meat  in  the  quantities  and  the  places  they  choose,  and,  more  to  the 
point,  in  the  qualities  they  choose.  The  Council  were  advised  to  retain 
the  existing  Ministry  Slaughtering  Centre  as  a  Public  Abattoir  under 
Corporation  surveillance.  In  this  way  the  basic,  and  probably  the  most 
important  function  of  the  Butchery  Trade,  namely  the  slaughtering 
and  the  preparation  for  sale,  was  kept  centralised,  and  the  need  for 
re-opening  the  widely  scattered  individual  slaughterhouses  was 
considered  unnecessary. 
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Thus  your  inspectors  were  enabled  to  continue  the  high  standard 
of  inspection  and  control  which  would  have  become  impossible  had 
de-centralisation  taken  place. 

It  must,  however,  be  emphasised  here,  that  this  now-designated 
Public  Abattoir,  in  spite  of  the  money  spent  by  the  Ministry  during 
Control  on  repairs  and  alterations  still  falls  lamentably  short  of  all  the 
Regulations  concerned  with  Food  and  Food  Hygiene.  Had  permission 
been  granted  for  the  re-opening  of  private  slaughterhouses,  the  main 
condition  governing  the  re-opening  would  have  been  a  scrupulous 
observance  of  these  Regulations.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  be 
realised  that  the  Public  Health  service  of  the  provision  of  a  Public 
Abattoir  must  also  be  governed  by  the  same  standards  of  hygiene. 

We  get  the  impression  that  there  appears  to  be  some  doubt  of  the 
need  for  Meat  Inspection,  and  it  seems  that  the  enthusiasm  of  your 
officers  in  maintaining  a  100  per  cent  inspection  service  irrespective 
of  their  own  convenience  is  not  generally  appreciated.  The  function 
of  a  Public  Health  Department  is  the  prevention  of  disease,  and  one 
of  the  surest  ways  of  ensuring  the  prevention  of  disease  is  the  elimina¬ 
tion  of  diseased  and  unsound  meat  and  food.

Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  fifteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1954. 

The  report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  28/54  and  once  again  with  the  kind  co-operation  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  I  am  able  to  include  in  my  report  a  section 
showing  the  work  connected  with  the  personal  health  services  main¬ 
tained  by  the  County  Council  and  carried  out  within  the  Southwell 
Rural  District. 

The  health  of  the  population  remained  good  and  even  measles  was 
not  prevalent  —  a  welcome  change  from  1953  —  but  as  known  at 
the  time  of  writing  it  was  only  the  alternate  good  year  following  that 
of  widespread  infection. 

The  main  item  affecting  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
was  of  course  the  return  to  private  slaughtering  in  July.  Since  1940 
all  slaughtering  had  been  carried  out  in  premises  controlled  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food  and  private  slaughterhouses  had  been  practically 
unused.  A  survey  of  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  was  carried  out 
and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  various  parties  interested  a  scheme 
was  produced  as  a  result  of  which  15  private  slaughterhouses  were 
licenced.  This  scheme  has  worked  satisfactorily  but  it  has  meant  that 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  been  forced  to  carry  out  meat  inspection 
on  Saturdays  and  Sundays  in  addition  to  occasional  evenings. 

No  indication  has  yet  been  given  by  the  Government  of  the  future 
set  up  of  slaughtering  facilities  and  until  this  is  known  and  implemented 
small  private  slaughterhouses  must  continue. 

I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  support  given  to  the  Department  by 
members  of  the  Council  and  staff  of  other  departments  and  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and 
Clerks  of  the  Public  Health  Department.

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Infectious  Diseases 

The  total  of  262  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  year 
was  the  lowest  since  1939  when  there  were  221  notifications. 

Measles 

There  were  only  54  cases  of  measles  notified  during  1954  which  is 
the  smallest  number  since  this  disease  became  notifiable.  This  follows 
the  highest  record  figure  of  464  notifications  received  in  1953. 

Fifty-two  of  the  cases  were  notified  between  the  middle  of  November 
and  the  end  of  the  year.  Thirty-four  of  them  were  in  the  5  —  10  age 
group. 

One  case  was  admitted  to  hospital  and  there  was  no  death  from  this 
disease. 

Whooping  Cough 

Notifications  of  whooping  cough  numbered  124  during  the  year 
which  is  4  less  than  in  1953.  There  was  no  death  from  this  disease. 
Of  the  124  cases  notified  68  were  in  respect  of  pre-school  children  the 
remaining  56  being  children  of  school  age. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  has  still  not  included  inoculation 
against  this  disease  in  this  district  but,  as  stated  in  previous  reports, 
this  is  obtainable  through  the  General  Practitioner  Service.  The 
Ministry  of  Health  has  not  yet  sanctioned  the  free  issue  of  immunising 
material  through  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  as  is  done  with 
diphtheria  immunisation.  The  decision  rests  with  the  Local  Health 
Authority. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Forty-one  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  55  in  1953.  The  cases,  which  were  principally  in  the 
5  —  10  age  group,  occurred  in  13  villages  in  the  district  and  were 
spread  over  the  whole  of  the  year. 

Dysentery 

The  two  cases  of  dysentery  notified  during  the  year  were  brother  and 
sister  aged  5  and  6  respectively.  The  girl  was  confirmed  whilst  in 
hospital. 

Although  investigations  were  made  it  was  not  possible  to  ascertain 
the  source  of  infection. 

Paratyphoid 

No  case  of  typhoid  or  paratyphoid  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Infantile  Paralysis 

Of  the  8  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  during  the  year  7  were 
confirmed.  They  were  spread  over  the  last  six  months  of  the  year  and 
were  not  confined  to  any  one  age  group.  Six  of  the  cases  were  paralytic 
and  one  non  paralytic. 
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All  the  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital.  One,  a  bov  aged  3  years  died. 

Two  of  the  cases  were  brothers  whilst  a  further  two  were  mother 
and  child.  Apart  from  the  family  relationship  there  was  no  connection 
traced  between  any  of  the  cases  and  no  source  of  infection  was  dis¬ 
covered. 

Tuberculosis 

Pulmonary  —  There  were  15  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
notified  during  the  year  which  is  the  lowest  figure  since  1949.  Of  the 
15  cases  notified,  7  were  males,  3  of  them  being  over  the  age  of  55 
years.  Of  the  8  females,  4  were  in  the  age  group  of  20  —  25. 

Deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  numbered  5  compared  with 
4  in  1953. 

Non  Pulmonary  —  Five  cases  of  non  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year.  This  is  3  more  than  last  year.  Four  of  the  five 
cases  notified  were  males,  two  of  them  being  of  school  age.  The  site 
of  infection  in  the  males  was  Foot,  Spine,  Abdomen,  and  Epididymis. 

The  female  was  a  girl  of  one  year  with  infection  in  the  Cervical 
Glands. 

There  was  one  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  death. 

Of  the  tuberculosis  cases  notified  during  the  year  9  were  admitted 
to  sanatorium  within  one  month  of  notification,  3  within  2  months, 
1  within  3  months,  and  one  after  9  months. 

Pneumonia 

Eleven  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year.  Six  of  the 
eleven  cases  were  in  the  34  —  45  age  group. 

Smallpox 

There  was  no  case  of  smallpox  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  vaccinations  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  the  year  was  176  compared  with  194  in  1953. 
240  vaccination  record  cards  were  received  from  Medical  Practitioners 
which  is  68  more  than  the  1953  figure. 

Diphtheria 

For  the  eighth  year  in  succession  there  was  no  case  of  diphtheria  in 
the  district.  Although  this  is  very  good  from  the  public  health  point 
of  view  it  does  not  help  the  immunisation  propaganda  as  parents 
imagine  that  as  there  has  been  no  case  of  this  disease  it  is  not  necessary 
for  their  children  to  be  immunised.  This  is,  however,  far  from  right 
for  as  long  as  there  is  diphtheria  occurring  in  any  County  or  Country 
there  is  still  a  risk  of  infection.

In  conforming  with  the  policy  set  out  in  the  Housing  Repairs  and 
Rents  Act,  1954,  for  slum  clearance  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  began  a 
rough  survey  of  housing  conditions  with  a  view  to  speeding  up 
demolition  and  improvements  of  unfit  houses.  This  work  will  continue 
to  occupy  a  good  proportion  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  time  for  an 
extended  period. 


Food  Hygiene 

No  special  action  was  taken  in  connection  with  food  hygiene  other 
than  the  regular  swabbing  of  colliery  canteen  cutlery  and  equipment. 
This  has  produced  excellent  results  thanks  to  the  co-operation  of 
those  concerned  with  the  management  of  the  canteens. 

The  routine  visits  to  food  shops  continued  when  advice  and  per¬ 
suasion  managed  to  produce  general  improvement  in  conditions.

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Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are  available 
throughout  the  area  where  service  is  required  owing  to  the  presence 
in  a  household  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother, 
mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks  from 
the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday,  and 
her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households  of 
old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above  duties 
as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  2.  9d.,  per  hour,  but  where  the  applicant 
is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assist¬ 
ance  is  applied.
